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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt of Pre-Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the pre-amendment filed 06 October 2000. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract is more than one 
paragraph.and is.not in compliance with 37 CFR_1. 72(b). Correction is required.^ See MPEP

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because they fail to further clarify the description of the 
invention. In specific, the Examiner wishes the Applicant to label all the blank boxes in figure 1 
(i.e., boxes 1-2, 5-8, etc.). 
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A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an International application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Asami et al. (US 
6,036,100). 

Asami teaches a non-contact chip card 1 which includes a processor 8, the card able to 
connect to a reader 2 to exchange data signals and take up electrical energy, the card 
containing asynchronously logic components 4, 5, and 6 coupled to contactless interface 
antenna 3 (see figure 2). The stages at which the processor operates can occur at interleaved 
times, thereby using the shortest data communication time possible for a specific card 
application (col. 4, line 55 - col. 5, line 16 and col. 1 1 , lines 9-28). The rectifying circuit 9 
applies current supply from the antenna 3 to the components of the card, which would function 
to provide the card with the most possible ideal current supply to process data. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Takahira (US 5,182,442) and Commercial (US 6,317,825 B1) teach the use of 
asynchronous circuitry with a chip in a card, the circuitry useful with the card for producing low 
power consumption and fast processing.
